Gray walked 
with brisk steps, his head erect, as 
the sheriffs led him from his cell.

War- 
den Lawes of Sing Sing prison an- 
nounced that Mrs. Snyder's visiting 
days would be Monday. Wednesday 
and FridasVwhile Judd Gray's would 
be the regular visiting days, Tuesday.

According to recently passed amend 


ments to the postal laws and regula- 
tions of 1924, pistols, revolvers, 
and 


other firearms icapablc of being con 
cealed on the person are declared non- 
mailable except "for use in conncc 
tion with their official duty to officers 
of tho Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or 
Officers Reserve Corps; to officers of 
the National Guard or militia of the 
several states, territories, and districts 
to the officers of the United States or 
of the several states, territories, and 
districts whose official duty is to serve 
process of warrants; to employees of 
the postal service and to watchmen 
engaged in guarding the property of 
the United States, and several states, 
territories and districts, and from and 
to manufacturers or bona fide dealers 
in firearms. 


A fine of not more than $1.000, or 


imprisonment for not/ more than two 
years, or both, is provided by the 
amendment for violations of the new 
ruling. Manufacturers of firearms, or 
bona fide dealers therein when mak 
ing shipment of such articles must, 
accoiding to the amendment, file with 
the postmaster a statement that they 
are manufacturers or dealers, and 
that, to tho best of their knowledge, 
the addressee is either a manufactur- 
er or bona fide dealer. The postmaster 
at the receiving point must 
satisfy 


•himself before delivery of the parcel 
that the addressee is either a manu- 
facturer or bona fide dealer. 


AH parcels, the amendment further 


provides, containing unloaded firearms 
capable of being concelaed on the per- 
son shall be plainly marked in bold 
letters "Firearms," and shall contain 
the class of person for which they are 
destined also plainly marked on the 
outside of the parcel. 


Further infoimation with regard to 


the mailing of firearms under the new 
ruling may be obtained from the post 
master or his assistants, and persons 
are cautioned to take the necessary 
measures and acquaint 
themselves 


with the law before mailing such par- 
cels. The new ruling became effective 
on May 10, 1927.

A PROMPT AND PROPER REBUKE 


Is it improper for a municipal judge 


who has jurisdiction of criminal offenses 
to borrow money from known bootleg- 
gers? And if such municipal judge resigns 
shall he. nevertheless, be disbarred from 
practicing law for having made such 
loans while on the bench? Those are the 
questions, and fortunately unusual ones 
in the history of Wisconsin courts, that 
have arisen concerning Judge Stolen, who 
was elected Municipal Judge at Madison. 


No sooner was the supreme court -of 


Wisconsin advised of the charge that 
Judge Stolen had borrowed money from 
bootleggers than that court issued a cita- 
tion directing him to show cause why he 
should not be disbarred from the practice 
of his profession, which would automat- 
ically deprive him of his judicial position. 
Judge Stolen immediately resigned but 
that did not stem the tide. 


Recently a round robin signed by sixty- 


four lawyers of Madison and vicinity was 
submitted to the supreme court asking 
for the dismissal of the pending disbar- 
ment proceedings. 
The answer of the 


supreme court to this unworthy petition 
was characteristic of the honorable tra- 


. ditions of that court. It dismissed the pe- 
• tition and rebuked the lawyers who 


^ signed it. 


Mercy is a fine element when carefully 
| blended in the administration of justice, 
' but its excessive use makes a mockery of 
• the stability and character that must not 
' only pervade our judicial institutions but • 
• the professions as well. If a man occupy- 


• ing a judicial position knowingly borrows 


money from those whose rights may at 


1 any moment be submitted to him for de- 


cision, he has shown a shocking concep- 
tion of his duties. Were he unfaithful to 


. the public which trusted him what likeli- 
' hood is there that he will be faithful to an 


individual who may trust him ? 


It is a matter of genuine gratification to 


' the people of Wisconsin to observe the 


direct and watchful care exercised by its 
•courts, not only in the administration of 
that most difficult of human endeavors,— 
justice,—but in the prompt and courage- 
ous action by those selfsame courts to 
eradicate abuses as soon as they manifest 
themselves, to go to the immediate root of 
the evils, regardless of who is struck or 
the resultant consequences. Indeed, is 
that not the very pith and standard of 
justice itself? So long as honor, ability 
and courage are the dominant traits in 
courts, as they are ;n this state, the ad- 
ministration of justice is in very safe 
hands.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Proud Flesh 


Please tell me what can be done with flesh that 


grows in a wound and hinders it from healing. (O. 
O. A.) 


Answer—Whenex-er the skin or other tissue is de- 


stroyed or removed, the raw surface or space 'must 
heal by granulation. 
This is a process of new 


growth of tissue, sort of a scaffolding, to fill the de- 
fect. Granulation tissue is bright red. shiny, vel- 
vety in appearance. It consists of minute tufts of 
new blood vessels covered with a layer of tender 
new connective or repair tissue cells. It must fill 
the 
defect to about the level of the surrounding 


normal skin before the skin will grow out over It. 
The skin grows out over it from the edges all 
around, like ice forming on a pool. Att his stage 
antiseptics or unnecessary handling or washing or 
dressing only retard healing. 
Once the wound is 


surgically clean it is best left undisturbed. If the 
granulations grow up higher that the level of the 
surrounding skin, that is called "proud flesh." You 
can do nothing about it. Surgical treatment is es- 
sential.

THE STORY OF AN AUTOBIO- 


GRAPHY 


I have frequently pointed out in 


this series that the story 
back of 


many a book is almost interesting 
than the book itself. Never was this 
better illustrated than in the case of 
"Revolt in the Desert," by T. E. 
Lawrence. 


Lawrence is probably the most in- 


teresting individual reputation 
that 


has come out of the Worlu war. Why 
was it necessary to wait tea 
years 


after the close of the war before his 
story was given to the world? The 
answer seems to lie entirely in Law- 
rence's personality. Some man with a 
hundredth part of the 
adventures 


that Lawrence had would have rush- 
ed into print before the armistice was 
signed. They would have held their 
adventures good for several '.-olumep. 
Lawrence, if he had been left to his 
own devices, would never have given 
a word to the public. His adventures 
were something that he had passed 
through years ago and in which he 
had lost interest. He didn't care a 
bang whether people ever read about 
them or not. 


But he seems to have cared a 


great deal that an authentic account 
should^ be preserved from future/ his- 
torians. So in 1919 almost immedi- 
ately after the peace conference in 
which he took a part on behalf of the 
desert people, he sat down, and labor- 
iously wrote out a 400,000 word re- 
cord of his campaigns in the desert. 
He was not a writer and to write 
a book four times as long as the 
average novel must have been a tre- 
mendous task. In addition to the story 
of the desert campaign the manu- 
script frankly expressed the author's 
disappointment with the peace confer- 
ence —something that at that time 
was almost equivalent to treason. He 
left the manuscript for a few mo- 
ments la a Heading railway station. 
When he returned to it, the handbag 
containing it was gone, together with 
some of his notes and many photo- 
graphs. 


The charge was made at the time 


that the theft had been inspired by 
high government authorities. Today 
it is oclicvcd that it was the work of 
a sneak thief. Whatever is the truth 
of the matter, the long manuscript 
was gone, and it has never been re- 
covered. 


Lawrence laboriously sat down to 


reproduce the book from memory ami 
by the use ot such notes as he had 
preserved. He never intended it for 
publication but for purposes of safe- 
ty he had eight copies printed on an 
Oxford newspaper press. Tliat he was 
not only not out for publicity but 
that ho had aa aversion to it that Is 
almost fantastiv is shown by the fact 
that he destroyed three of the eight 
copies. The other 
five he deemed 


enough for purposes of the accuracy 
of the campaign in the caat. 


I.awrcncc's distaste for publication 


was broken down after all tho»c 
years and he has allowed a. friends 
to make an abridgement of his pri- 
vately printed record. This volume, 
about hnlf as long as the 
original 


manuscript, is now available to Jhc 
general reading

EXTENSION SOUGHT

This did 
not come to- a vote during the last 
session and is to be brought up a rain 
this year.

Since the passage of the Act in 1921 


the states have become moro and 
more interested and there are now 
forty-three cooperating, as "-ell as 
Hawaii. Vhe only states not cooperat- 
ing upnder this law are Connecticut, 
Illinois, Kansas, Maine, and Massa- 
chusetts. The actual work under the 
Act devolves largely upon the state 
organizations, the Children's Bureau 
acting merely as a central office or 
clearing house. The staff composing 
the Maternity and Infancy Division 
is small, there being only three 'phy- 
siciansrthrce nurc-1.-. two clerks, and 
one accountant. 


Upon deciding to cooperate in the 


activities under the Maternity 
and 


Infancy Act a State draws up its own 
program" and forms its own organizai 
tion. This program is 'then submitters 
for approval to the Federal Board of 
Maternal and Infant Hygiene,, which 
is composed of the Chief of the Chil- 
dren's Bureau, the Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service, and the 
Commissioner of Education. It is ob- 
ligatory that this board accept any 
plan which is reasonably 
adequate 


and which conforms with the statute. 


The work under this Act includes 


the examination of babies and young 
children at the child-health 
confer- 


ences and during the fiscal year 192G 
there were 944,220 infants and pre- 
school children reached by the ma- 
ternity-infancy work. There were also 
178,464 expectant mother: reached.

land. It Is practically the route Abra- 
ham took when he left Ur of , the 
Chaldeans where he and his kin were 
moonshine worshippers. 
He got n. 


vision of "going: West" and the trek 
of the nations then began westward 
because he was obedient to that vision 
leaving the moon and star worship 
after which he gave the world 
the 


greatest revelation it has ever receiv- 
ed outside of the Christian revelation 
namely that there is ONE God and 
that there is unity In the universe as 
well as in the rampant elements of 
men's minds and souls. 


We happened to make the journey 


because of forced circumstances. The 
best things on a world journey are 
always the undesigned and undeserv- 
ed.

The connections 
were built through to Constantinople 
via Vienna and Buda Pes>t. The writer 
rode over this line 19 years ago. It 
was in Anatolia that the hard part 
had to be built.

OF LOCAL HISTORY 


Librarian Points Out Need of 


Securing Accurate Facts of 
Pioneer Conditions 


MadKon—VP)—Suggestions 
for In- 


creasing tho btore of local history in 
Wisconsin are given by Miss Wllma 
Johnson, Port Washington, librarian, 
in an article appearing in current is- 
sue of the Wisconsin Journal of edu- 
cation. 


"The need for prompt action to se- 


cure accurate facts is evident when 
one notices how few are left of those 
\\lio saw pioneer conditions. 


"Rural school graduates in Green 


county, writing histories of their dis 
tricts as part of their eighth grade 
work, found that no original settlers 
were left to give first-hand informa- 
tion. -While teaching near Madison 
with access to all tho libraries of that 
place, I found but one book with ma- 
terial about early life in the commun- 
ity. That contained meager historical 
facts about various sections of the 
county but very little about each vil- 
lage. Our narratives for commence- 
ment addi esses on the history of the 
school and village had to be obtained 
from the few old citizens still living, 
and any town boasts few who have 
dwelt there since pioneer days. Port 
Edwards has, I bc-licve only two old 
citizens living' who were born in the 
pioneer days of that community. 


"From these early settlers we can 


get true stories of early life in the lo- 
cality. Not'many of the old letters they 
have kept, the portraits they cherish, 
the pictures of 
their 
homes and 


churches and stores will be saved for 
their descendants unless we <!o it. Too 
often house cleaning will end them for 
always. Newspapers occasionally pub- 
lish articles on some phase of the de- 
velopment of the town, print news of 
fifty years ago, or pictures of first 
stores, and the like. 


"Account for the present as a pro- 


duct of the past: appreciate the great 
truth about history in general—that it 
is necessary to know the varied char- 


' acter of a region in order really to un- 
derstand it. 


"These accessible and easily grasped 


facts and ideas about our commun- 
ities may be used as'a comparison 'n 
"interpreting the complex history of a 
nation. Let us collect a store of infor- 
-mation about" our own* "people ana 
their lives while it is yet possible to 
save it. At least we, can file a, record 
of 1926. That with 'which we are fa- 
miliar is commonplace and generally 
held in slight value. Yet we- should 
preserve the stories of the present -for 
the commonplace of one generation 
are the treasured relics of another."

"symptoms are -indistinguishable from 
those of an ordinary cold. Therefore, 
any cough should bo .investigated and 
every method used to determine the 
presence or absence 
of whooping 


cough, as it is only by strict quaran- 
tine that epidemics can be controlled. 


"Newer methods of treatment by 


light and vaccine undoubtedly have 
their place, and it is, therefore, import- 
ant that all cases of whooping cough 
should bo under physician's care, in 
order that treatment may be used and 
complications watched for. Many cpl 
demies of whooping cough are of * a 
very mild nature, but even 
then 


'enough cases of serious nature develop 
to make us dread the disease and to 
urge the complete isolation of all 
cases."

in New England talking and dreaming 
of an experiment in education. They 
visioned a new college, where students 
would form a community and Icarn "to 
understand." 


-The details of the plan wcro set be- 


fore Madison's teaching profession this 
week by E>r, Meiklejohn. culminating 
the hopes and aspirations of a forward 
step in education. 


The "collcco within a college" ac- 


cording1 to Dr. Meiklejohn, will consist 
of 120 freshmen and sophomore stu- 
dents, all men. and eleven or twelve 
instnictorj--. The students will repre- 
sent a cross section of the university 
with no selection as to degree of abil- 
ity or previous training. 


Students will occupy one section of 


the university dormitories and the in- 
structors •will maintain offices in the 
building. The combination of individu- 
al instruction 
with group discussion 


will-be the principal objective. 


"The students now spend about their 


first tow years in college letting the 
instructors do all tho work for them." 
Dr. Meiklejohn said. "We do the work 
in the hope that the students will pro- 
fit, but we won't be successful until we 
find a method to make students think 
for themselves.

store coal. This overcrowded condition 
adds at least one dollar per ton to the 
cost of distribution. 


"Thc coal brought into twenty-three 


dock and jard 
compank. is 
sole 


through upwards of two hundred and 
fifty selling companies. Close to two 
hunrcd and fifty of these are so-called 
wagon dealers who buy from the docks 
and yards and resell to thc consumers 
at a profit. A large part of the- domes- 
tic coal consumed 
in Milwaukee 
is 


sold twice after it reaches the city. an< 
m some cases is sold three times with- 
in the city. 


"The department 
docs not charge 


that coal companies have made exor- 
bitant profits. Profits have not been 
unduly large, because sales to the in- 
dustrial consumers, or steam 
trade, 


have yielded less than a fair 
profit.

TOO MANY DEALERS 


The large number of coal companies 


is unwarranted, the department be- 
lieves.

is increased but competition in price 
is reduced to a minimum by the fact 
that thc dealers are customers as we'.! 
as competitors of the docks and yards. 
A lively struggle for business is ->vi- 
denced'but "it is a struggle that means 
more to the companies than to tr.eir 
customers." The consumer, according 
to the report, "is not receiving any vi- 
tal benefit from this elaborate machin- 
ery of sjlc^manship. 


As a result of these business con- 


nections between 
competing com- 


panies, there is not likely to be any 
competition in prices severe enough to 
eliminate the inefficient or unnecessary 
companies. 


The dock companies virtually con- 


trol the supply of anthracite and be- 
cause of their need of this coal the 
rail-yards and wagon dealers almost 
universally follow the retail prices an- 
nounced by the docks. 


The report "concedes that the estab- 


lished dealers cannot fairly be expelled 
from the business after having enter- 
ed it in good faith." 


"Competition could do it but it is not 


likely to do so under present 
condi- 


tions," the report says^ "Vet it is clear 
that the situation has reached a point 
where all the equipped coal companies 
must recognize that they are injuring 
their own interest as well as the cou- 
sumers' if they put any more dealers 
into the business. The 
department 


concludes first that no new dealers 
should be accepted, and second that 
the added cost of distributing the ton- 
nage through so many small agencies 
should be absorbed by the 
equipped 


companies in their wholesale 
prices. 


This would leave only a fair profit on 
their direct sales to the consumer. The 
docks have set tne dealers up in busi- 
ness and if the dealer business is es- 
sential to them, they should allow ths 
dealer whatever discount from the re- 
tail price his service may be worth, 
rather than make the public pay for 
what may be claimed to be the dealer's 
service to the public."
